brilliant prelate had declared hl3 visions
of Washington as the "Queen of tho
World." Senator Galllnger hoped for
this. Then he began by outlining the
duties of the National Government to
the District.

"That is our pledge and that is our
solemn obligation, voluntarily entered
into by Congress" declared Senator Gal-
llnger. referring to the statute legislat-
ing that the Federal Government and
the District divide the expenses of local
Improvement. The New Hampshire
statesman deprecated the attitude of
men In public life whom he declared
would break the pledge to the NationalCapital.

Deplores Partisan Politics Here.
"There are those in public life who

would tear this pledge to tatters," the
Senator declared, "and relegate the Dis-
trict of Columbia to the passions' and
dangers of partisan politics. While no
man can believe more strongly than I
In popular government, I cannot bring
myself to the view that this District,
granted to the Government, should be
permitted to pass out of control of the
national authority."

Senator Galllnger declared he re-

garded with profound apprehension ev-

ery suggestion for a radical change in
the. management of District affairs. He
asked why it would not be better to
let well enough alone, and declared
that he was. confident that In due time
the universal verdict will be that Wash-
ington excels in' culture, in art. In edu-
cation, and In beauty all other cities of
the world.

"That Is my dream, my hope, my ex-
pectation," said1 the speaker, "and, af-
ter I have left the. public service, I will
watch with keenest Interest everything
that pertains to" the future development
of this great city on the banks of the
historic Potomac."

Despite the failure of Washlngtonlans
to delve In their purses and contribute
to a gigantic display of fireworks for
the usual Independence. Day exhibition
on the Monument lot. the day has not
been robbed of attractions.
